Saskatoon  octogenarian  'Williani 
Fergu.son  makes  a  hobby  of  collect- 
ing chronological  .s.tatlstics  on  the 
female  members  of  his  family  who 
live  past  the  century  mark.  Although, 
he  doesn't  have  to  go  far  from  his 
faimily  tree  to  find  centenarians,  it 
sometimes  involves  considerable  tra- 
velling to  the  parties  which  mark 
thr.ir   birthdays. 

Last  week  the  widower  was  in 
King.ston  attending  the  102nd  birth- 
day party  of  his  cousin,  Alice  De- 
wlitta,  who  was  bom  at  South  Bay 
in    Prince    Edward   County. 

It's  an  annual  trip  he  has  made 
"for  I  can't  rememiber  how  many 
years". 

Miss  Dewitta  is  the  flrst  of  Mr. 
Ferguson's  paternal  relatives  to  ex- 
ceed the  100-year  life  span.  Four 
members  of  the  family  on  his  moth- 
er's side  have  lived  past  the  century 
mark. 

All   have  been  women. 

Mr.  Fergu.son  says  he  is  "going  to 
do  my  level  best"  to  change  that. 

"I'm  pretty  well  myself",  the  octo- 
genarian said  Friday.  "I  Mve  a  good 
clean  life  and  feel  fit  as  a  fiddle.  I 
can't  say  for  sure  I  am  going  to 
make  it  to  100,  but  I'm  going  to  try. 
The  women  have  it  all  over  us  when 
it   comes  to   tilings   like   tliat". 

Miss  Dewitta's  party  Friday  was 
a  quiet  affair,  although  a  number  of 
friends  came  to  visit  her  at  St. 
Mary's  on  the  Lake  Ho.'ipital  where 
she  has  been  a  resident  for  12  years 
.since  she  strained  her  back. 

iHls  'moOlier  and  grandmother  liv- 
ed to  the  age  of  102,  and  a  great 
grandmother  was  100  when  she  died. 
An  aunt  died  only  two  months  before 
her    107th    birthday. 

"So  I've  got  a  lot  of  living  to  do", 
the  westerner   said. 

Mr.  Ferguson  estimates  he  must 
have  between  40  and  50  relatives  liv- 
ing lin   the  Kingston   area. 

There  are  branches  of  the  family 
in  Montreal,  London,  Ontario,  Gran- 
by,    Quebec,    Regina    and    "Vancouver. 

Most  originally  come  from  the 
Kingston  area,  "but  1  was  the  fam- 
ily  outlaw.   I  didn't  have   any  brains 


and  .so  I  went  west". 

"Now  I  wouldn't  live  anywhere 
else    except    Saskatoon. 

Mr.  Ferguison  retired  in  1946  when 
his  kind  of  job  also  retired. 

From  1900  when  he  went  west,  he 
was  with  boiler  gangs,  maintaining 
the  boilers  on  railway  steam-engines 
for   the   Canadian  National  Railways. 

Now  he  works  as  .superintendant
